brew and other foreign nationalities 
were in the parade. The candidate 
had as bis personal escort a large body 
of men composing the Chicago commit- 
tee, who marched beside his caijiage 
over the entire route. 


The procession proceeded up Canal 


street to Madison, to Fifth avenue, to 
Washington street, to Clark street, to 
Monroe street and to Batterv D. arriv- 
ing at tho intersection of Monroe with 
Michigan avenues.

roundabout lino of march the greatest 
enthusiasm was manifested.

County Marching club, who were hit 
by the eggs, made a complaint to the 
police. 


The chief detailed 15 men to investi- 


gate the matter, and offered a reward 
of S500 for the apprehension of 
the 


throwers. No arrests have been mad^e. 
It is stated that one of the tenants in 
the building occupied by the business 
college saw a boy of probably 18 years 
climbing down the fire escape about 
the time the incident occurred.

leads to the belief that the occurrence 
was only the prank of an over enthusi- 
astic youth. The matter will be fully 
investigated.

YORK, Oct. 2S.—A dispatch to 


the World from London says: A re- 
porter of the World held a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Rush, the editor of Beer- 
bohnrs Corn Trade List, the standard 
authority on the market

said: "This rise, almost for the first 
time on record, originated here, not in 
America. This shows that it could 
have had nothing- to do with any ma- 
nipulation of'the American, markets 
for political or other purposes. 
Its 


cause is that after several }-ears of 
abundance the people now recognize 
thai this year is one of ordinary sup- 
ply. 


••Owing- to the previous abundance 


everybody held aloof from buying and 
the stocks ran down. Besides, the 
Australian crop is pretty certain to be 
a failure and there is the extraordin- 
arv fact that India has become for the 
nonce, though to a small extent, an 
ininorter. These things caused the re- 
cent advance,,in prices. The trade al- 
ways goes to extremes to start with. 
A reaction that has occurred was to be 
expected, but the cause of the advance 
remains. 


'•The men of the most experience in 


the London market believe that wheat 
is going to rule at thirty-five shillings 
(SS.75) a quarter (eight bushels is a 
quarter) because it is now realized, in 
addition to the other reasons 1 have 
given, that it is not possible to produce 
•wheat in Europe cheaper. 


"Argentina docs not count in the 


calculation because her crop can not 
be reckoned on until the end of No- 
vember. It is now promising, but a 
week of bad weather 
might spoil 


it 
altogether.

Argentine 


crop 
fails 
there 
will 
be 
excite- 


ment in the trade. If it is a full, abun- 
dant crop it will prevent such excite- 
ment. 
It can not furnish us with more 


•than 5,000,000 quarters, which is a bag- 
atelle in the general movement of the 
world's wheat. 
Besides, the 
differ- 


ence in gold premium means a loss of 
from five to ten shillings a quarter 
against the Argentine farmer. 


"The continental farmers follow us 


here and until the present occasion we 
have followed America. 


"For the first time in years America 


now holds the key to the situation. 
Every bushel of wheat America can 
spare will be wanted in Europe. At 
least 
20,000,000 quarters 
(100,000,000 


bushels) will be wanted before the 
season is over. 


"If America could hold back the 


•wheat for a month it would go up ten 
shillings (32.50) a quarter. 
But I sup- 


pose the American banks do not con- 
sider wheat a commodity on which it 
is safe to give large accommodation, so 
that the American trade is obliged to 
send wheat on as fast as it can. 


"The liussian shortage is not known. 
"It is now assumed here that it will 


be 10,000.000 quarters. 


"\Ve look forward oa the whole to an 


active time, with considerable fluctua- 
tion, for the moment trade becomes 
brisk the speculators will rush in and 
influence the market."
